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Consolidation of Schools 


The old one teacher rural school 
has served its purpose. From the 
nodern standpoint of child welfare 
ind education, it has bees-found that 
this type of school is inefficient; it is 
40 in ite methods, and assnredly io its 
results. Today the common methods 
of judging results are by means of 
Departmental examinations; as a 
proof of this last statement, perhaps 
the following figures will suffice: 
Forty eight candidates wrote on the 
last Departmental examination for 
Grade VIITT in the Claresholm center; 
twenty six of these received their 
training iu town schools, the others 
Were students from rural schools: of 
the former twenty-four were success- 
ful in obtaining their diplomas, while 
iu the latter class scareely more than 
six were successful. Not only is this 
true of the Claresholm center, but 
other centers could give as convincing 
figures. The former, which may be 
used us the type of consolidated 
schools, passed ninety-two per cent 
of its students, while the rural schools 
ejaverage of percentage was only 
twenty five; thus from thesé figures 
alone, it is seen, that the consolidated 
school is four times as efficient as the 
tural one teacher school, and yet you 
will hear people declare that the rural 
schuol is the best type of school, that 
it was able to produce men like 
Lineoln: aud there the likeness stops. 
People forget that such a school was 
upiversal iu those days and from the 
nature of the man bimself, it was his 
own intellect and will power that 
enabled him to be what he became, 
and not the school he attended.

Three War Heroes Honored After 
Death—One Piper Did 
Brave Deeds 

Five Victoria Crosses have been 
awarded, the recipients of three of 
which have been killed. The most 
thrilling account accompanies the 
award to Piper James Richardson, of 
a Manitoba regiment, 

Prior to the attack he obtained per- 
mission to play his company “over 
the top.” As the company approach- 
ed its objective, it was held up by a 
very strong wire and came under an 
intense fire, which caused heavy cas- 
ualties, which momentarily demoral- 
ized the formation. Richardson, re- 
alizing the situation, strode up and 
down with the greatest coolness, The 
effect was instantancous, Inspired by 
his splendid example, the company 
rushed the wire with such fury and 
determination that the obstacle was 
overcome, and the position captured. 

Later, after participating in bomb- 
ing operations, he was detzciled to take 
back wounded comrades and prison- 
ers. After proceeding two hundred 
yards, he remembered that he had left 
his pipes behind, Although strongly 
warned, he insisted on returning to 
recover his 1 "pes. He was never scen 
again and is accordingly presumed 
dead, through lapse o& time.

basis for drawing up a schedule of 
subventions to growers which were 
authorized by the Hon. the Muuister 
of Agticulture in 1918. These  sub- 
ventions are paid dirert to the grower 
on the certification of officials who are 
responsible for the inspection of 
growing seed crops and recleaned 
seed. They are paid on the principal 
kinds produced and held for seeding 
in Canada, and amount to about one 
eighth of normal retail prices which 
was estimated as sutticient to over- 
come the disadvantages of production 
in Canada. 

Some 10,000 pounds of these seeds, 
mostly sugar beet, mangel, swede 
turnip, tomato, onion, radish and let- 
tuce, passed inspection in 1913 and 
were recomended for subventions. On 
the outbreak of the war in 1914 Seed 
Branch officers conducted a vigorous 
campaign in “Rastern Canada and 
British Columbia, and iv 1915 reported 
over 36,000 pounds. Last year the 
Canadian crop was approximately 
64.000 pounds, and this year, with 
the assistance of the Experimental 
Farms Branch, production will reach 
almost a quatter million pounds of

Nish Has a Long 
And Varied History 


Was Turkish Military Station for 
300 Years 


Among Serbian _ cities the 
town of Nish, which has just been 
recaptured by the Serbians is only 
surpassed in strategic importance by 
the capital of the country, Belgrade. 
It lies at a point where several of 
the great highroads of the Balkan 
peninsula converge, and it is at Nish 
that the line for Salonika branches 
otf from the main railway 


little 


between 
Belgrade and Constantinople. Be- 
fore the war it was the custom of 


the king and his court to spend 
three months of the year at the lit- 
tle city on the banks of the Nishava, 
and it was to Nish that the Serbian 
government retired when Belgrade 
had been finally occupied in ihe au- 
tumn of 1915, 

Like so many other towns in the 
Balkans, Nish is*a place of very 
great antiquity, It was mentioned as 
an important place by Ptolemy of 
Alexandria, and it was under 
walls of Nish, the Naissus of 
Romans, in the year A.D. 269, that 
the great battle was fought in which 
the Emperor Claudius destroyed the 
army of the Goths. Some two hun- 
dred years later came the invasion 
of the Huns, and in the’ centuries 
that followed Nish-shared to the full 
in all the warfare which swept back 
and forth over the Balkans, until that 
final silence created by the Ottoman 
flood in the fifteenth century. 

It was in 1375 that the Turks first 
captured Nish from the Serbians. In 
1443 the allied armies of the Hun- 
garians under Hunyady and the Ser- 
bians under George Brankovich re- 


took it, but 12 years later, it came 
under the Turkish dominion again 
and remained for more than 300 


years, one of the most important 
Turkish military stations on the road 
between Hungary and Constanti- 
nople, 

Once a Turkiste possession, Nish, 
like the surrounding country, exper- 
ienced the full brunt of the well-nigh 


perennial state of war which existed 
between Turkey and _ Austria, It 
changed hands twice, but the Aus- 


trians could never hold it for long; 
and when the Serbians at the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century, hav- 
ing successfully risen against their 
Qttoman oppressors and swept them 
from the country, made strong 
fort to capture Nish, they were re- 
pulsed with great loss. It was not 
until the Russo-Turkish war in 1877 
that the city finally came into the 
hands of the Serbians. By the treaty 
of Berlin in 1878 Serbia was eon- 
firmed in its possession, 

To what extent the little town has 
suffered by the Austrian occupation, 
it is impossible to say. In the early 
days of the war, before the Aus- 
trians actually captured the city, ils 
accommodation was sadly overtaxed 
by the tremendous-influx from Bel- 
grade. No less,than 30,000 people 
fled before the Austrian advance and 
settled in Nish or its neighborhood. 
Fifty visitors would have severly ov- 
ertaxed the hotel accommodations of 
the Nish of those days and the effect
